States, as going to show the real policy 
of G. Britain & to put us on our guard 
ogainst spies and cmissaries who were 
plotting our disunion, they would not 
have scrupled to lay it before the nation, 
without the least regard to the motives 
of the minister who caused its commu- 
nication.

PROROGATION. 
Te the Honorable the Assembly and Se- 
nate of the State of New-York. 
GENTLEMEN, 

The constitution of this state has 
vested in the Governor thereof a dis- 
cretion to prorogue the Assembly ond 
Senate, from time to time, provided 
such prorogations shall not exceed six- 
ty days in the epace of any one year.— 
It was doubtless intended by the wise 
patriotic framers of that sacred instru- 
ment, that this power should be exer- 
cised on all occasions when in the opi- 
nien of the executive, the public good 
would be promoted by it. 

I entertain a perfect conviction that 
the exercise of the above mentioned 
prerogative at the present time, is not 
only a sacred and indispensible duty 
which I owe to the community, but that 
it will have a tendency to awaken en- 
quiry, and to produce a degree of iun- 
formation which under existing circum- 
stances,cannot fail to be useful and im- 
portant in deciding, ultimately, upen 
some of the important measures now 
pending before the Legislature. 

I am not unmindful of the magnitud 
and responsibility of the duty discharg- 
ed by this message ; and therefore beg 
leave to assign some of the prominent 
reasons which have impelled me to ifs 
performance, 

You are apprised, gentlemen, that 
some years since it was gacertained,be- 
yond any reasonable doubt,that corrupt 
inducements were held out to members 
of the Legislature in order to obtain 
their votes in favor of an incorporation 
ofa banking institution in the city of 
Wew York ; and the very strong and 
general suspicion, that the emoluments 
tendered were, in certain instances ac- 
cepted, inflicted a deep wound upon 
the honor of the state and upon the pu- 
rity and independence of legislation. 

At the last session of the Legisla- 
ture, an act was passed incorporatiug 
the late Jersey Bank ; ‘and although

there is a very general public opinion, 
that uawarrantable ettempts were’ res 
sorted toon that occasion to inñuence, 
unduly,the then members cf the Legis- 
lature. : 

With respect to the bill for the in- 
corporation of ¿nother bank in the. cie 
ty of New York, by the name of the 
bank of America, now before the Se- 
nate, many, and forcible objections exe - 
ist against it ; and I cherished the hope 
that the considerations,which I had the 
honor to suggest to the Legislature at 
the commencement of the present ses- 
sicn, would have had their due infus 
ence. In corrobaration of those con» 
siderations, I avail mysclf of this occa- 
sion to remark, that the bill now beforé 
the Senate establishes, in the city of N. 
York,-abank with a cabital of six mil- 
lions of dollars ; that five milliens there- 
of may be subscribed by the stockhold- 
ers of the Jate bank of the United 
States, without any provision which 
gives a preference to the citizens of the 
United States ; and thusforeign stock- - 
heiders may be admitted, in the dise 
cretion of the directors, to monopolize 
the stock,and consequent controul, of 
the intended bank,and thereby acquire 
a dangerous influence in the monied. 
operations & other important concerns 
of the state. 

The banking capital in the City of 
New York now exceeds nine millions 
of dollars. This capitel, in the most 
flourishing state of our commerce, has 
been found adequate to commercial 
purposes. The U. States, we have 
much reason to apprehend, are on the 
verge of a war with G. Britain, in de- 
fence of our rights, our national honor, 
and our independence ; and commerce 
is consequently nearly suspended. Can ° 
it be wise, then, to increase our banking 
capital in an unprecedented manner, at 
a time when we have only a very limit- 
ed and restricted commerce lef:? Can 
it be prudent or safe, at such a time, to 
employ British capital, aad subject ours 
selves to its deleterious influence in 
thwarting the operations of our own go- 
vernment, in a just and necessary war 
with G. Britain ? Lt appears to me that 
it-would be unwise and impolitic. 

When I contemplate the creation of 
a new bank in the City of New York 
with so enormous a capital; when I 
perceive the resuscitation within this 
state of half the whole capital of the 
late United States Bank ; and when I 
view the power which that bank is to 
concentrate to the hands of’a few indie 
viduals, I cannot but feel the most live- 
ly apprehensions for the safety of al! c- 
ther banking institutions, & of our most 
inestimable politica! institutions. 

But these considerations become less 
important when compared with others, 
to winch itis my painful duty here to 
advert. i 

It appears by the journals of the As- 
sembly, that attempts have been made 
to corrupt, by kribes, four members of 
that body, to vote for the paseage of the 
bill to. incorporate the aforesaid bank 3, 
and italso appears, by the journals of 
the Senate, that an improper attempt 
has been made to influence one of the 
Senators to vote for the bill. Farbe it 
from me to insinuate that improper'con- 
siderations have indnced avy member 
of the Legislature to vote for the said 
Lill; yet, should its final passage now 
take place, before the persons implicat: 


ed in holding out the before-mentioned 


inducements shall have been judicious- 
ly tried, & without censulting the feel- 
ings and opinion ofthe community at 
large upon the suhject, public senti- 
ment will, I fear, however unjustly, ate 
tribute its passage, in some degree, to 
the influence of such inducements. 

Under such persuasion, I entertain 
the most fearful apprehensions, that the 
confidence of the people, in the purity 
and independence of legislation, will be 
fatally impaired ; our representative 
system, which has been devised for us 
by our sogres and wisest jurists ds a safe- 
guard for our security, our property, 
and our liberty, ultimately destroyed 5 

nd this great and populous state lose 
her just importance and influence im 
the destinies of the United States, 

It gives me sincere anxiety and pain 
to reflect, that many individual incon. 
veniences will result from a prorogation 
of the legislature at this time, yee these 
inconvenjences do notcompare with the 
public considerations which induce thia 
measure. 

Solemnly in:pressed with the impore 
tance of the preceding considerations, 
and feeling that the morals, the honor,

republican government cannet admit of 
doubt. We draw this conclusion from 
a firm belicf that our councils. will be 
wisely and honstly administered in e- 
very branch of the government, & that 
the péople still possess those virtues 
and energies which were so eminently 
displayed in our revolution. 

The Embargo now laid is a measure 
whose true character cannot be mista- 
ken, It is not war, nor does it inevita- 
bly lead to war, -But if that result is 
avoided, however much to be regrett- 
ed,it is evident thatit can ovly be by an 
honorable accommodation with the bel- 
ligerents, on the various and grievous 
wrongs which this country has receiv- 
ed from them. ' 

Among the advantages to be derived 
from this measure are the following : 
It secures from. pillage the vessels that 
are now in port; it warns the comman- 
ders of those who are abroad, to re- 
turn home for safety ; and it gives no- 
tice to foreign powers, that the period 
has arrived, when the manifold wrongs 
which we have received from them 
must be redressed. vie 

Ic would be dishonorable, and might 
be ruinous, if, without a redress of our 
wrongs, war did not promptly follow 
the expiration of the embargo. No 
other alternative is left to our choice. 
Every other expedient has been tried, 
and failed. A new and more solemn 
position is new taken, which must be 
maintained. We cannot retrace our 
steps and abandon, perhaps forever, 
our most important rights. Nor can 
we rest longer at the point at which we 
now pause. We must, without a re- 
dress of wrongs, advance, and war is 
the next step. It wouid be folly in the 
extreme to attempt to disguise from 
ourselves the true character of the pre- 
sent Embargo. [cis not an engine to 
be wielded in pegotiation. From the 
privations to which it may expose the 
belligerents nothing ought to be expect- 
ed. If relied on in that sense only, it 
is known that it would fail. It is a mea- 
sure of preeaution, intended principal- 
ly as a warning to our own people, of 
the nature of the crisis which has ar- 
rived, and of the consequences into 
which it may lead. Yf it produces any 
salutary effect with the belligerents, or 
with either, it must be by announcing 
to them, that the U. S. disdaining long- 
er to submit to dishonor, have resulved 
to eccept the other alternative which 
they, by so many acts of injustice, have 
forced on them. 

Great Britain took the lead in the 
reer of violence and inju-tice. Eve 
stage of the present war has been mark- 
ed by some act which evinced the dis- 
tinguished hostility of her government 
to this. country. She has impressed 
our scamen from on board our own 
vessels, and held them in long and op- 
pressive bondage. She hus intercept- 
ed our lawful trade with nations with 
whom we were at peace. She has vio- 
lated our jurisdiction ; insulted us on 
our ceast and in our harbors, and finally 
usurped the absolute dominion of the 
sea, forbidding eur commerce with all 
nations with whom it does not suit her 
to allow it, and allowing it to none with 
whom she is not herself permitted to 
trade.- She has even set up the extra. 
vagant and unheard of pretension that 
we should become the fraudulent vehi-. 
‘les of her commerce, the carriers of 
her manufactures to the ports of her 
enemies, as the condition on which we 
should trade there at all. Had we 
submitted to these oppressions, . we 
should have sunk into a more degraded 
De- 
prived of the profits which beleng to 
dependent possessions, our sovereignty 
would have served only to expose ina 
more striking light our humiliation and 
weakness. 

France has exhibited, in her conduct 
towards neutral powers, the counterpart 
to this disgusting picture ; she has beer 
emolous, in misdeeds, of the renown of 
her great political compeer._ If she has 
done less harm at sea, it was because 
her means were inferior to thost of her 
rival, She declared the British islands 
and allthe British dominions im a state 
of blockade, when she Had got a single 
ship on the ocean: and whenever her 
cruizers could escape from her ports, 
their course has been marked with the 
desolation of our unprotected com- 
merce. But for the want of power on 
the ocean, and the failure of that full 
‘measure of waste of neutral trade which 


has characterised the conduct of Great 


Britaia on that element, France has 
supplied the deficiency by her deeds on 
land. . By her Rambouillet, her Bay- 
onne and other decrees, she has seized 
aud confiscated all.the, vessels of the. U. 
Stateo and their ‘cargoes that were in 
port. Nor has her deserting policy

only: ‘Ic has been felt wherever her 
influence extended, Of this truth, 
Spain, Holland, Etaly, &c. afford but too

Phe schooner Russia, Capt Long, 
arrived this morning—lefe Barden 
lith maren. The Editor of the. Federal 
Gazette has been politely favored with 
verbal intelligence,& Bordeaux & Paris 
papers to the 3d and gth ult. 

The Emperor was in Paris at latest. « 
‘lates—but daily expected to set out for 
the North. Large armies 2ppeared to © 
be in motion, andevery thing indicated- 
an immediate war with Russia. 

Seme broken regiments of disabled 
troops were occasionally returning from 
Spain. But sonews from that coun- 
try circulated in France—the tyranny. 
ever the press forbidding. 

The U. States sloop of war Hornet,. 
was at Cherbourg, intending to sail for 
home about the 14th March. She had. 
not been interrupted by the French go- 
vernment,nor had any accounts reached: 
Bordeaux of any recent seizures, 

It was not known that the Frenck 
government had intercepted Mr. Ruse 
sel’s Despatches, as reported via Eng. 

The French emperor had issued 50 
licences to trade with England. No- 
thing of importance in our French pa- 
pers, except the following : 

An article under date of Vienna 20th 
February, relative to the pending ne- 
gotlation between Russia and Turkey, 
states, that the Russian gen.

We this day present to our readers 
the Act to lay an Embargo, passed by 
Congress wiih closed doors, together 
with a detail.of the proceedings of the 
two Houses oa this subject. The term 
of its duration, it appears, is to be nine- 
fy days, and it is to apply to all vessels, 
cleared or not cleared, bound to any fo- 
reign port. The law contains within 
itself the necessary provisions to cnsure 
its execu‘ion ; and for that purpose the 
naval force of the United States is pro- 
petly putin requisition. 

With the motives which induced the 
Executive to recommend the passage e! 
guch an act we »re.of course unacquaint- 
ed; but presume they may be found in 
the circumstances to which we have 
heretofore adveried as sanctioning the 
moasurc—ia the late inauspicious news 
from Europe; the hot press for seamen 
iv Engtand, the known intention ef the 
government of that country to seud & 
squadron oh our coast to annoy our com- 
anerse; the late numerous captures, 
some of them on our coust, under the 
Orders In Council—tegether with the 
determined perseverance of the British 
government in those, obnoxious mea- 
sures which strike at the roots of our 
comaerce ; these, we say, are the cau- 
ses to which we are inclived to refer the 
recommendation of this step uy the Pre- 
sident., - 

Under such circumstances, the adop 
tion of this measure by Congress, by a 
considerable majority in the Senate, and 
avery large majority in tae House of 
Representatives, proves that the spirit 
of the nation Is up, resolved no longer ta 
submit to the oppression and degradati- 
ow, which have heretofore been inflicted 
on us almost with impunity by foreign 

Owers, 

The Embargo Law, is, in itself, an 
ati cqual ia its operation as it affects the 
delligerents; at the same time that the 
aon imporiation act is preserved iu 
force against Great Britain for refus- 
ing to repeal the orders in council. Be 
ipg limited in its duration, at the endo 
the Embargo, the Executive and Con 
gress are at liberty to take what mea 
sures they think proper as to both or ci- 
ther of these powers; and whilst the 
door is lef open to both powers for ac 
commodation on fair aud honorable con 
ditions, in, the;mean time preparations 
for warlike operations may and proba- 
bly will go on with great activity. 

These are the prominent features of 
this measure, on which we have not at 
present time to entarge, but to which we 
shall devote a column ur two in our nexi 
and succeding papers.

On Monday last, the Senate of the 
U. States were engaged in the discussi- 
en of the bill for authorizing detach- 
ments of 100,000 men from the militia 
to be ordercd, out by the President, in 
case the public exigencies should re- 
quire ite We learn that some severe 
animadversion,on both sides, was min- 
gled in the debate on the merits of the 
bill, The hoa. G. W. Campbell, Mr. 
Brent, and Mr, Taylor supported the 
bill ; & the heh. Mr. Giles, Gen, Smith 
and Mr. German seemed to be some- 
what opposed to its passage. Mr. Giles 
apoke repeatedly ; and contended for 
the expediency of raising a strong and 
efficient force, which alone coyld make 
ascrious impression upon the encmy, 
ii’the war which may commence be- 
fore the. expiration of the period for 
which the embargo waslaid. He said, 
he advocatcd strong measures on this 
ground only, and not fram the motives 
which some persoas had been pleased to 
ascribetohim. Gen, Smith is said to 
have opposed the bill, onthe ground that 
fit would have the effect of injuring the 
recruiting of troops for the army ; that 
many militia gentlemen would hire sub- 
stitutes ; that they would give more to, 
these substitutes than the bounty allow- 
ed tothe new regular troops ; that there- 
fore, as these substitutes were the 
persons who would have enlisted into 
the army, the employment of them as 
substitutes for militia would prevent 
them from so enlisting into the army. 
The hon. gentlemen in favor of the bill 
advocated jt on the generally received 
principle ofthe utility of militiain great 
mational'and sudden emergencics,— 
‘They considered opposition to this bill 
as calculatëd to weaken the arm of go- 
vernment, as checking those military 
measures which were requisite to ena- 
ble the government to meet and subdue 
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the alarming crisis, and a4 having. the. 
injurious effect. of preventidy, in ade; 
gree, the accomplishment of the great 
object which all the branches of the go- 
vérnment.seemed to have in view, -

Amelia Island Taken ! 

We had the pleasure of conversing 
with a gentleman, who left Amelia Ial- 
and on Sunday last, and who arrived 
this morning in the Stage frem Savan- 
nah. He states, that a day or two pre- 
vious to the 16th instant, Amelia Island 
was suminoned to surrender by the re» 
volutionists at St. Mary’s, who accom- 
panied their summons with a declara- 
tien, that the United States’ troops sta- 
tioned there, would assist them in tak- 
ing possussion of it, should they refuse. 
The commandant of Amelia having re- 
quested and obtained a short time to re- 
turn an answer, wrote immediately to 
Major Laval & Commodore Campbell, 
to know, wheth it was their intention 
to co-operate with them. The Major 
returned for answer, that having had no 
instructions from his Government to 
that effect,he should not. Inthe mean 
time, Major Laval was superceded in 
to command by Colonel Smythe, The 
Commodore did not answer until the 
next morning, when he stated, that he 
had had no instructions to render such 
assistance, but that he should act with 
them on his own responsibility ; and 
accordingly, on the 16th or 17th, pro- 
ceeded tò drop the gun boats down the 
river. Some signal guns having been 
fired by the Commedeore, Amelia was 
taken possession of, without opposition, 
on Wednesday, the 18th, by the Spa- 
nish revolutionists, cenjointly with the 
United States’ troops. One company 
of riflemens wassent from Col. Smythe’s 
command. The gentleman mentioned 
above, on whose information we rely 
with confidence, enterfains no doubt, of 
their having preceeded immediately to 
St. Augustine, where, we understand, 
there is some considerable force. 

` ADDITIONAL. 

A company ef Riflemen, belonging 
to the United States army, proceeded 
from the American side of the St. Ma- 
ry’s, under the command of a lieutenant 
and accompanied by gen. Matthews, of 
Virginia to Amelia : when the patriotic 
forces, who kad been increased by rein- 
forcement to about 130 men, were 
drawn up to teceive them; and the 
place was formally surrendered to the 
American arms.—The patriot flag, was 
now, in its turn, pulled down, and the 
American standard hoisted in its place. 
By the articles of capitulation entered 
into between the commander of the pa- 
triotic forces, and Don Lope z, the Spa- 
nish commandant it was stipulated that 
Amelia Islandshould remaina free port 
until the first of May, 1813, that it 
should not-be subject to our restrictive 
laws until that time ; that British and 
other vessels by paying proper duties, 
should, with their cargoes, have free 
admission, to sell, &c. that private pro- 
perty should be respected, &c. &c. It 
is said that all the rest of East Florida 
is in possession of the Revolutionists, 
except St. Augustine. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 7. 
Extract of a letter froma gentlemanin 
the army to his friend in Carlisle, Penn. 
sylvania,dated Baton Rouge, «ebrua- 
ry 27, 1812. % 

“ Captain George Gibson, and Lieut. 
Talbot Chambers, (both of your town,) 
with a sergeant and twelve men, were 
sent on a secret expedition. They dg- 
sccnded the Bayou La Fourche, and near 
the mouth, where it enters the bay,were 
fired on by a party of Pirates, The cap 
‘ain’s party, clothed in their fatigue 
dresses were supposed to be citizens.— 
Captain Gibson landed his men under a 
heavy firc, and sent his Lieutenant with 
n detachment to take the pirates in the 
rear—they then commenced firing, and 
after a fewrounds (several of the party 
being wounded, and their retreat cut off) 
they threw down their arms and surren- 
dered themselves and their booty. 
Chey consisted of an equal number with 
captain Gibson's party, and were armed 
cach with a musket, brace of pistols and 
cutlass The captain’s party wero an- 
nounced. The leader with two or three 
of his associates, have been taken on to 
New Orleans, by Lieutenant Chambers 
—he had some months previous to this 
affuir, fitted out a schooner, and cleared 
out from New Orleans, as master and 
owner, fo a port in South America !— 
They took from them booty.in massy 
silver to the amount of 600 dollars, toge- 
ther with other articles.” The extrac: 
mentions further, that Capt. Gibson had 
been ordered out with a stronge* detach- 
ment, to rid the country along the Gulph 


of Mexito, of all those marauders who 
infoar thatplice.

Ourwrengs 
have been great; our cause is just; and 
if we are decided and firm, success 1s 
inevitable, 

Let war therefore be forthwith pro- 
claimed against England. With her 
there can be no motive for delay. Any 
further discussion, any new attempet at 
negociation, would be as fruitless as it 
would be dishonorable. With France 
we shall stil be at liberty to pursue the 
course which circumstances may re- 
quire. The advance she has already 
made by the repeal of her decrecs ; the 
manner of its reception by our govern- 
ment, and the prospect which exists of 
an amicable accommodation,entitle her 
to this preference. If she acquits her- 
self to the just claims of the U. States, 
we shallhave good cause to applaud oar 


conduct in it, and if she fails we shall 


always be in time to place her on the 
ground ofher adversary. Andon that 
ground,in that event, itis hoped she will 
be placed. 

But it is eaid that we are not prepar- 
ed for war, and ought therefore not to 
declare it. ‘This is an idle objection, 
which can have weight with the timid 
and pusillanimous only. The fact is o- 
therwiss. Our preparations are ade- 
quate to every essential object. Dowe 
apprehend danger to ourselves ? From 
what quarter will it assail us? From 
Ragland, and by invasion? The idea 
is too absurd to merit a moment’s con- 
sideration. Where are her troops ?— 
But lately, she dreaded an invasion of 
her awa dominions, from her powerful 
ond menacing neighbor. ‘ihat danger, 
it is true, has diminished, but it has net 
entirely, and forever, disappeared. A 
gallant effort, which called forth the 
whole energies of the nation, has put it 
at a distance, but still it is one of those 
sparks which peer above the horizon, & 
excite alarm even in those least liable 
toite The war inthe penineuts,which 
lingers, requires strong armies to sup- 
poitit. She maintains an army in Si- 
cily ; cnothcr in India; and a strong 
forcein Iveland,and along her own coast 
and in the West Indies. Can any one 
believe, thet,under such circumstancss, 
the British government could be so in- 
fatunted, or rather mad, as to send 
troops here for the purpose of inva- 
sion? ‘The experience and the fortune 
of eur revolution when we were cem- 
paratively in an infant state,have doubt- 
less taught her an useful lesson which 
cannot have been forgotten. Since that 
period our population has increased 
three-fold, whilst. hers has remained 
almost stationary. ‘Che condition of 
civilized world, too,has changed. Al- 
though G. Britain has nothing to fear, 
as to her independence, and her mili- 
tary operations are extensive and dis- 
tart, the contest is evidently matataia- 
ed by her rather for safety than for con- 
quest. Have we cause to dread an at- 
tack from hee neighboring proviaces? 
‘Thatapprehension 1a stl] more ground 
less. Sevenoreight millions of propie 
have nothing to dcead from 300,090. 
From the moment that war is declared, 
the British-colonies will be put on the 
defensive, and soon after we getin mo- 
tion must sink under the pressure. Lit- 
ile predatcry incursions on our fronticr 
will not be enceursged by those who 
know that we can cotort tiem ten-fold, 
and pursue and punish the authors, re- 
tire where they may, if they remaia in 
ihis hemisphere. Nor is any serious 
danger to be apprehended from then 
savage allies. Our frontier may be ca- 
sily protected against them. The co: 
lonial goveraments, aware of our su- 
periority, and of the certainty of their 
subjugation in case of war,will fecltheir 
responsibility fer the conduct of the 
Indian tribes, and keep them in order. 
But should the war lately terminated 
be renewed, the struggle will be short. 
Numbciless expeditions from different 
quarters may be led forth against.themn. 
A single campaign would drive these 
unfortunate people into the most distant 
and desart wilds.

repeated. The importance of the pro- 
tection of our seaport towns is sensibly 
felt. It is a subject which claims the 
particular attention of the government, 
and that attention has doubtless been 
already bestowed on it. 

The great question on which the U- 
nited States have to decide, is, whether 
they will relinquish the ground which 
they now hold, or maintain it with the 
firmness and vigor becoming freemen. 
That the sense of the_nation fayors the 
latter course, is proved by a series of 
important and solemn facts, which 
speak a language net to he misunder- 
stood. From the first attack by Great 
Britain on our neutral rights in 1805, 
to the present day, these facts have been 
multiplied, yearly, by the acts of Con- 
gress, by the proceedings of the State 
Legislatures, and by the voice of the 
people.

Extract of a letter from a gentleman 
dated Fort Madison, March 8, 1812. 

We receive assurances every day by 
friendly Indians, that we are to be at- 
tacked at this post, by several nations, 
as soon as the river opens. I am con- 
vinced that an attack will be made here 
some time in the spring, and itis my 
opinion that the Indians will take this 
post, and murder every white person at 
it, unless we are reinforced in a very 
cliort time. 

We are at this time-surrounded by 
scouting parties, who watch our move- 
ments ; and one of those parties, a few 
days past, caught oue of the soldiers 
near half a mile from the fort, & mast 
inhumanly murdered him. He was 
absent two days without our knowing 
what had become of him—afierwards 
he was found by some friendly Indians 
who brought him ins The sight was 
enough to chill the blood of any feeling 
heart. His head was severed from his 
body, both his arms, cut off, & his heart 
takenout:

The ship Lothaire, Jackson, from 

Liverpool in 20 days, arrived at this 
port on Sunday last. She brings Lon- 
don dates to the 15th and Liverpool to 
the 18th ult, They contain nothing of 
importance.
